“I don’t see how it could be 
done.” he told reporters, 'i t cer­ 
tainly would be unfair to the per­ 
sons who had purchased the bonds 
in good faith, believing th a t they 
w ere tax exempt. Of course, lf 
the treasury wanted to make fu­ 
ture issues of bonds taxable, th at 
could be done, but it wouldn't 
raise very much money for the 
next three or four years.”

Of Recovery Because Of Medical World’s Studies

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The Adding Machine Barrage 
T 
HE first week in January, with the message on 
the state of the union and the budget message 
both in public attention, marked the peak of Amer­ 
ica’s Intensive addin* machine barrage. Unfortun­ 
ately, it did less damage to the Germans and the 
Japanese than it did to Americans. There were no 
casualties abroad. 
The United States haa a weakness for figures and 
implicit faith in the power of a billion dollars to do 
almost anything. But it learned during the late de­ 
pression that even a billion dollars bad to be 
changed into something before it meant anything 
at all. Nothing could be accomplished with figures. 
An adding machine barrage can’t accomplish any­ 
thing either. 
There has been enough preoccupation with the 
money the United States is going to spend to beat 
the Azle. It is a grim, gritty fact that the public 
notices thereof haven’t slowed down the enemy at 
any point. The Jape, who aren't afraid of 80 billion 
dollars, have been winning consistently. The only 
persuasion they will understand is the equivalent of 
50 billion dollars in armament. 
They and the Germane are betting that the United 
States won’t be able to produce it In time. The add­ 
ing machine barrage out of Washington haa nothing 
to do with the outcome of that race. 


Give Women Something To Do 
ITS women are one of this nation’s uniquely rich 
natural resources. If the war effort can be plan­ 
ned to use them more effectually than they are 
being used now, the United States will Increase its 
advantage over the opposition. 
American women have bad unique opportunities 
of education, not only in classrooms hut In the 
techniques of machine age existence. Their places 
In society is higher than that of wom«n iu other 
countries—-infinitely higher than the place allotted 
tor women in the totalitarian societies of Germany, 
Japan and Italy. They are accustomed to accept 
legal and social responsibilities. 
The incessant push for a constantly higher stand­ 
ard of living haa been largely for their benefits— 
to release them from drudgery. They have learned 
to bandle machinery, to stand shoulder to shoulder 
with men in business and industry, to organise 
their efforts In countless ways for countless pur­ 
poses. They are eager to contribute something to 
the war effort. They are capable of accepting a full 
share of the responsibility in the battle of produc­ 
tion. 
All they need Is the benefit of a plan and leader­ 
ship to do more than they are doing now, though 
they owe no apology for their present efforts. But 
they stand ready to do anything within their power 
—and their power is great. They are capable of Jus­ 
tifying everything that haa been said and done in 
their behalf. 
They would count it a privilege to be given a 
larger part In repudiating the reactionary doctrine 
of the fascists who contend that a woman’s function 
in a modern state Is wholly that of bearing chil­ 
dren so the dictator may never lack manpower 
to Implement his dynamic designs. 
The United States will make a grave mistake if 
it falls to take steps to release the potential skill 
and energy of its women in the war effort.

O.MART operators In the disappointing Held of 
^ farm-labor unity decided long ago that It was 
hopeless. There was no bond of sympathy between 
the worker and the farmer. As a theory, (ho thing 
was all roses and apple pie. but in practice it Just 
didn’t work—jealousy. 
All of this comes to mind as Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Wickard starts to dodge brickbats for demand­ 
ing the power of veto over prices fixed on farm pro­ 
ducts. Mr. Wickard is actually doing only what is 
expected of him. He is looking out for farmers’ in­ 
terests. 
Not only’ is he adhering lo the time-honored policy 
of trying to boost farm Income relative to national 
income as a whole, but he is assuring a supply of 
farm products, lf the United States is going lo feed 
the world, it must be made worthwhile to the farm­ 
er, In other words.

’ view, but all it annum th to in actuality is that the 
farmers are going aficr theirs. They have watched 
labor taking care of its interests, they are looking 
•after the Interests of agriculture.

Let him who is without sin cast the first tomato.

Plasma 
needs 
no 
typing, can be taken to front lines 
In small bottles and administered 
right on the field. Plasma is the 
blood with red cells removed. 
Globulin, which is the main part 
of plasma and does most of the 
work of blood transfixion. This 
i s not yet In practical use, but 
looms big because it probably can 
be obtained from cattle. Plasma 
comes from human donors, and so 
IR limited. Cow globulin should be 
plentiful.

Uniting of several nerves by a 
collar of clotted plasma. This does 
away with sewing the nerves, a 
technique, which surgeons say is 
much like using a 2-lnch rope to 
repair a rent in silk brocade. With 
the plasma, the nerves unite and 
regenerate more quickly. There Is 
also less crossing of wires; that is, 
of fibers failing to get hack into 
their proper nerve channels. 
The envelope method of treating 
hums. Burns, due to incendiary 
bombing, airplane fires and flame­ 
throwers, are on the increase. The 
envelope is a water-tight silk fab­ 
ric, laid over the burn, Its edges 
gummed to the unburned margins. 
It has an opening by which the 
wound can be irrigated and treat­ 
ed, without painful and risky chang 
lug of dressings. 
Testosterone, the synthetic male 
sex hormone, used In England and 
Germany for treating shock, the 
mental breakdown known in the 
first World war, as shell shock. It 
afflicts hundreds of thousands. 
Testosterone la the first of the 
hormones to find a healing war 
use. Most of the hormones are 
new since the last war, In the 
sense that they had not been Iso­ 
lated then: many had not even 
been recognized and they had not 
been synthesized. 


\;K W . also, are nearly all the 
vitamins. Most of them were 
known hut they were not available 
in pure form. Unknown in the last 


war were most of the B vitamins: 
E, a potent remedy for some of the 
muscle weaknesses, and K, the vita­ 
min which helps blood to clot. 
Merely the names of new chemi­ 
cal remedies would fill pages'. This 
war is likely to show that some 
are valuable. 
l*robably 
of far 
more 
impor­ 
tance to American boys than these 
spectacular things are certain gen­ 
eral changes. 
One is the airplane ambulance. 
In this war, for the first, time, 
physicians expect to be able to fly 
urgent cases to base hospitals. 
Surgery of the brain and the 
head Is almost a new art. It is 
vital in mechanized war, whidh 
seems to cause more head wounds. 
In the last 15 years surgery has 
reduced the mortality in head and 
brain surgery from the former 40 
or 50 percent down to IO percent 
and sometimes much less. 
The airplane ambulance, rushing 
head wound cases back to brain 
surgeons, already in this war has 
saved men 
from 
certain 
death. 
Furthermore, these men recovered 
to complete health and not to piti­ 
ful wrecks. 
In the last war the American 
soldier’* 
greatest 
menace 
was 
communicable diseases, especially 
flu, pneumonia, bronchitis and ton­ 
sillitis. One man out of every 133 
In the army and navy died of 
Infectious disease and these four 
were the principal horsemen. 
There Is now a vaccine for flu, 
Its effectiveness waiting for trial. 
THE so-called children’s diseases 
affected 500,000 men in the 
American military forces, cost the 
services a loss of 9,000,000 days, as 
well as many deaths. 
Those diseases, in the order of 
their 
frequency, 
were: 
mumps, 
measles, scabies (Itch), rheumatic 
fever, cowpox, German 
measles, 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, meningi­ 
tis, dysentery, impetigo, chicken­ 
pox. This list affected twice as 
many men as did wounds and half 
as many as flu. 
These are called children’s dis­ 
eases because their treatment is 
the specialty of the pediatricians. 
Hardly anyone except the medi­ 
cal • profession 
knows 
that 
the 
pediatricians have a plan to re­ 
duce those diseases in the present 
war. No new medicine, no new 
treatment, but merely a complete 
medical record of each soldier. 
The pediatricians say much of 
the 
spread 
of these contagions 
came from difficulty in ea/dy diag­ 
nosis. A record of wlmt each man 
has had is expected to clear up 
this 
confusion, and reduce epi­ 
demics. 
Another example, new since the 
first World war, although grow­ 
ing out of that conflict, is the 
practice of placing a plaster cast 
around a wound where bones are 
broken, and letting It alone. 
Despite miracles reported from 
this method In the Spanish war, 
It has not been adopted univer­ 
sally. But It Is being adapted, which 
may be better, to fit all sorts of 
cases. 
In a way, the failure of the 
plaster cast to become a craze is 
one of the best of all medical war 
signs, for it means that physicians 
are not willing to sanction mere 
mass treatment, hut hope to give 
every boy more individual consid­ 
eration.

Army Pastimes 


Soldiers Still Prefer Ancient Game 


Of Dice; So Now We Warn Them 


Against Players With Blankets 


By DAMON RUNYON 


T OS ANGELES.—We have been Interviewing sol- 
diers about the games and pastimes of the new 
army. 
We thought that with all the modern streamlining 
theories afoot nowadays someone must have thought. 
up something to take the place of the simple diver­ 
sions of the oldtime guntoters for Uncle Sam in their 
hours of relaxation. 
We find that such is not the case. We find that the 
manly art of shooting craps still stands up against 
the passage of time and the evolution of thought as 
the No. I amusement of our land fighting forces. We 
must say we are relieved greatly by this discovery. 
We were afraid the boys might have been beguiled 
into some less virile pursuit.' 
For many years prior to the first World war. shoot­ 
ing craps was a standard sport in the regular army, 
particularly among cavalrymen. They did much of 
their shooting oft horse blankets, probably because 
they could find no other convenient surface when in 
the field for rolling the ivory cubes, or dice, with 
which shooting craps is practiced. 
This became known as the “pad-roll” and It did 
not take the unscrupulous among the cavalrymen 
long to learn that the slightly holding nature of the 
woolly surface against the dice permitted of sleight- 
of-hand by which they could make the dice disclose 
their numerical news the way the manipulators 
fancied IL 


V yH B N we were in the army we never liked to be 
VV captious about surfacing when it came to shoot­ 
ing craps and would accept a blanket rather than not 
shoot craps at all. But we hold that the square rattle 
for one and all is to heave the dice up against a 
wall and let the numbers fall where they may. We 
earnestly would advise recruits to shy off from guys 
who want the blanket. They may be related to the 
dice. 
The art of shooting craps reached its highest de­ 
velopment. In World war I among our troops over­ 
seas, because the instruments for the practice of the 
sport are transported easily. The soldiers could not 
take their backgammon or parchesi sets in their 
kits or their tennis rackets or polo mallets, but every 
man could have a pair of dice in his pack as each 
of Napoleon’s soldiers was supposed to have had a 
marshal’s baton. 
Of course, shooting craps is a seasonal diversion 
among the soldiers, usually coming on around pay 
day. There has to be some excuse, such as money, to 
make the shooting interesting. We imagine it could 
be quite boring with nothing at stake. On pay days 
in any of the front line divisions of Pershing’s troops 
in France where the soldiers could not spend the 
dough, probably 3100,000 would be in action in craps. 


'p H E R ’E was some stud and.draw poker, which were 
J 
the big games of the soldiers in the Spanish- 
American war, and a little blackjack, or “21”. But the 
dice got the heavy play, because they are faster than 
anything else and the soldiers always crave gambling 
speed. Bales of French money were used and mil­ 
lions of francs deteriorated to wastepaper through 
the constant handling. A few guys usually wound up 
with most of the beezum, as is always the case in 
any walk of life when money is circulating freely. 
Sailors are not as hot for dice ag the soldiers. 
They go in more for cards. This may he due to the 
fact that shooting craps aboard ship is rather 
hazardous, especially when it is in motion. You 
have no idea what a terrible thing it is to have a 
pair of dice roll off of a “natural’’ lo a revolting 
brace of aces or.sixes as the result of an unexpected 
lunge of a vessel. The moRt inconsistent behavior of 
a ship is unlikely to disturb the fall of a play at 
blackjack or stud poker.. 
We have known some army officers to deplore 
shooting craps among their men on moral grounds, 
though as a rule they just ignore the pastime as 
long as it does not interfere with discipline. As a 
matter of fact, the best craps shooter we ever saw 
was a lieutenant colonel from the south who used to 
put the dice up close to his mouth and whisper to 
them before firing. To this day we suspect he really 
talked their language.

Harry Horner and Irene Sharaff, 
respectively, are eye-poppers. 
Despite some changes, the story 
still concerns one Erwin Trow­ 
bridge 
(Cantor), 
a meek little 
writer of greeting card verses who 
makes a hobby of picking winners 
of horse races on which he does 
not bet. 
Personal troubles cause him to 
kick over the traces and go off on 
a bat, during which he falls into 
the hands of some inveterate horse 
players who are down on their 
luck. They recognize Erwin as a 
gold mine and virtually kidnap him 
to pick thg ponies for them. 
One of the things wrong with 
the second act, so far as I am con­ 
cerned, is the uncalled for manner 


in which the authors have dragged 
in an army theme. 
Cantor fans will find their favor­ 
ite on stage a good deal of the time 
to their satisfaction.

Clifford Odets Is Slipping 
There is some bad news in the 
fact that Clifford Odets seems to 
have reached a point in his play- 
writing career where he is going 
no place rapidly. “Night Music”, 
produced a little lees than a year 
ago, indicated that something might 
be wrong and now “Clash by Night” 
Deems to be a clincher. For all its 
faults, “Night Music” had some 
vitality in its dialogue, which is 
Odets’ specialty, but this new one 
is dead on all counts. 
It isn’t simply that the story is 
trite — husband’s best friend be­ 
comes roomer in his home and 
steals his wife—because there have 
been many dealers in fiction who 
have made something out of it. 
Odets has succeeded only in writ­ 
ing a flat, stodgy play. 
Not even the playing of an ex­ 
cellent cast could breathe life into 
this one. Tallulah Bankhead has 
the role of the wife and usually 
she can make something stirring 
out of any kind of a part. She 
doesn’t succeed this time. 
Joseph Schildkraut is the “best 
friend” and gives a good perform­ 
ance. Lee J. Cobb, as the husband, 
has the juiciest part, but seemed to 
overdo things a bit. 
The usually effective Katherine 
Locke is* wasted on a role con­ 
cerned with a sub plot which must 
be one of the most futile ever im­ 
posed on a play.

coning out of American factories 
in 18 months “to supply all mill 
tary and limited civilian needs.” 
Sees Tires For Public 
’ones told a press conference 
that he anticipates there will bo 
enough rubber at that time to 
make new automobile tires avail­ 
able to the public. 
The new rubber factories will 
be designed to prodace about 400,- 
000 tons of synthetic rubber per 
year and, Jones added, “if it de­ 
velops that more is needed, the 
capacity will be provided.” 
In addition to these factories, 
the nation will have, the official 
explained, about 90,000 tons a year 
of other synthetic rubber from fac­ 
tories already operating or under 
construction, pins some natural 
rubber from South America and 
Africa and from the rubber-bearing 
guayule shrub which grows wild 
in Mexico and Texas and has been 
cultivated to some extent in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Jones pointed out that in 1941, 
the greatest rubber consumption 
year In history, the nation used 
about 760,000 tons of rubber with­ 
out stinting civilian demand.

present output of the Ger­ 
man ersati rubber industry is 75,- 
000 tons a year and that of Italy 
is 25,000 tons, according to best 
available figures. Before the war 
97 percent of the world's natural 
crude rubber came from Malaysian 
growers. 
Full Operation By Mid-194S 
The new program is to be in 
full operation by the middle of 
IM S. 
The rubber Is to be made by the 
Butadiene process with crude oil 
ae the main base. It is expected to 
cost about SO cento a pound, IO 
cents higher than the present nat­ 
ural rubber price. 
Rubber men agree that while 
the program will meet military 
needs, there will be little rubber 
left over for civilian use. Military 
requirements 
took 
only 
175.000 
tons last year hut this figure is 
expected to be multiplied several 
times. Even before the synthetic 
program can he stepped up to any 
appreciable extent, 1942 ordnance 
construction is expected to put a 
heavy dent in the existing supply 
of <500,000 tons of raw rubber. 
The industry’s sentiment is that 
*'1t is a goal to shoot at. but hit­ 
ting it is something else again” 
unless all of the needed construe, 
tion materials and chemicals are 
given clear priorities. One spokes­ 
man said he believes Jones* sched­ 
ule is “on the optimistic side.” 
The rubber technicians studied 
closely, however, Jones’ statement 
that oil and chemical concerns 
would take part iii the expansion. 
He said that Standard Oil of New 
Jersey, Gulf, Phillips, Shell and 
Sinclair, major oil producers, will 
produce, the basic element.

In ad­ 
dition the $400,OOO,Oflb program for 
all-out synthetic rubber output in­ 
spired buyers. 
Stocks in the rising column in­ 
cluded U. 8. Rubber, 
Goodrich, 
Goodyear and U. S. Steel. 
Financial quarters studied the 
summary of the Federal Reserve 
board indicating loans 
to com­ 
merce, industry and agriculture by 
member banka in 101 cities for the 
week ended Jan. 7 were unchanged

$1,693,000,000.

The second unwelcome provision

The cause of the fire. whether 
resulting from enemy action, sabo­ 
tage or accident, was not known 
immediately.

The loss of a transport and cargo 
in the Alaskan area is significant, 
because of the importance of Alas­ 
ka and the out-flung Aleutian Is­ 
lands, including a base under con­ 
struction at Dutch Harbor, as tak­ 
ing-off places for an eventual of­ 
fensive against Japan. 
The loss of some of the southern 
Pacific islands enhance the im­ 
portance of these northern posses­ 
sions. Only two weeks ago the 
navy reported an enemy submarine 
was believed to be in the vicinity of 
Kodiak.

Cars, Trucks Designated As 


Vital To Safety, Health 


May Obtain Rubber 


The East Liverpool tire ration­ 
ing board today issued a detailed 
list of the vehicles eligible to ob­ 
tain new tires and tubes under 
the stringent, nationwide curb on 
rubber consumption. 
Divided into seven classifications, 
the eligibles include only persons 
who operate autos or trucks con­ 
sidered vital to public health and 
safety or the national defense pro­ 
gram. 
Urged To Study Details 
The rationing board declared mo­ 
torists may save inconvenience to 
themselves and 
the officials 
if 
they study the summary thorough­ 
ly before applying for new rubber 
for their rolling stock. 
The average motorist and store- 
to-home delivery trucks are not 
provided for In the eligibility list, 
which infers bluntly that “none 
others need apply”. 
P. R. Blake of the Riggs Co. head* 
the rationing board, with Albert 
I. McLain In charge of Inspectors 
who will determine lf the appli­ 
cant needs new tires, even though 
be is eligible. 
East Liverpool's quota for Jan­ 
uary is 15 tires and 12 tubes for 
autos,

Most E ast Liverpool plants m ust shift to defense production if their 
operation is to continue unhampered in 1942, the Chamber of Commerce 
declared today in Its monthly business review. 
Since m ost of the larger district firms are busy on consumer goods 
or a r tic le s not concerned directly with the war effort, they probably 
will be affected by priority restric-*! 
tions, fuel shortages and lack of j 
shipping 
m aterials and facilities, J 
the bulletin warned. 
One encouraging factor was not- j 
ed. A 23 percent increase in in- j 
bound railroad carloadings as com 
pared with a jump of only 10.6 in 
carloadings 
out 
indicates 
good 
stocks of raw materials are on 
hand, the Chamber pointed out. 
Summarizing 1941, the Chamber 
reported the district showed a con­ 
siderable increase in the volume of 
all types of business activity. 
Employment in IO representative 
plants was up 214 percent, from 5,- 
946 in 1940 to 7.221 in 1941. New 
car registrations climbed from 2.- 
566 in 1940 to 3,117 in 1941, show­ 
ing an Increase of 21.5 percent de­ 
spite 
sharply curbed 
production 
toward the end of the year. 
At the same time, sales tax re­ 
ceipts rose 27.3 percent, standing at 
a total of $311,089 at 1941’s end, as 
compared 
with 
$244,345 
in

previous year. 
Bank clearings 
increased 
35.5 
percent — from $9,884,OOO in 1940 
to $13,392,000 in 1941 — while 
bank debits showed a rise to $8,- 
196,000 from $6,642,000, a boost of 
23.4 percent. 
Postal receipts increased 7.5 per­ 
cent in 1941 over 1940 — standing 
at $129,537 for 1941 as compared 
with $129,494 in 1940. City relief 
cases dropped from 500 in 1940 to 
276 a t the end of last year — a de­ 
cline of 44.8 percent.
